The bonds of Albany and Decatur have been offered 
by the councils of the two municipalities to buyers and 
the steps preliminary to acttial construction of the bridge 
today are close to completion. 
The councils have shown 
a marked spirit of co-operation in the handling of the 
bridge project and their willingness to help In any way 
possible the bridge movement is commendable. 
By June 1 or slightly thereafter, it Is believed that the 
bonds will have been disposed of, and the proceeds turned 
over to the state treasury for use of the highway depart­ 
ment in constructing the bridge.

to doubt that construction of the bridge will begin on 
schedule, July 1. Much work has been necessary to over­ 
come all of the obstacles and get the proposition on a 
working basis, but thanks to the efforts and the vision 
of a few, who have given so much of their time and 
talent to the work, this has been done. 
Albany and Decatur now are riding on the crest of 
the wave. The outlook for the future of the cities never 
was brighter and every day brings additoinal evidence 
of the advantages which will accrue to this community, 
aa a result of ths bridge construction. The whole valley 
is talking of the bridge, the state is beginning to talk 
and it will not be long before the entire South awakes 
to the magnitude of the issue.

Two explanations he offered for the 
apparent monopoly Kansas has m ain­ 
tained; the character of the soil, and 
the interest aroused it» the science. 
“The finding of stohy m eteorites,” 
Professor 
Nlninger 
pointed 
out, 
“which have not been seen to fall, may 
be considered among the rarest events 
in the annals of meteoritics. 
In only 
two localities on this continent have 
such finds occurred in numbers—w est­ 
ern Kansas and the coastal plains of 
Texas. 
In both of these regions the 
oil is comparatively free from terres­ 
trial rocks." This, he said, facilitated 
distinguishing meteoritic stones from 
the earth. 
A series of witnessed falls of now 
famous iron and stone meteorites also 
had kept scientific circles, the public 
and the press interested in Kansas for 
long periods, he said, with the result 
that farm ers began to believe that the 
heavy stones with which they were 
weighing down fences and roofs were 
in fact meteorites. Thus were the dis­ 
coveries multiplied.
